Claims 1 - 2, 4 - 16, 18 - 31 , 45, 70 - 71 and 76-98 are allowed. The following 
is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 83 - 84 and 
90 - 91 are allowed for the reasons as noted in the previous office action(s) and 
therefore, any of their associated dependent claims are also allowed. 

With respect to newly-amended independent claim 92, the closest prior art 
references of Leoni, et al. and Cartwright fail to teach or suggest, either alone or in 
combination, wherein said deformable member is configured to contact said 
compression wall when said controlling fluid is injected into said compression chamber. 
As noted previously, both Leoni, et al. and Cartwright may teach the adjustment of 
pressure in the compression chamber, however, the references do not teach or 
suggest, that the deformable member is configured to contact said compression wall 
when said controlling fluid is injected into said compression chamber. Therefore, 
independent claim 92 and any of its associated dependent claims are allowed. 

With respect to newly-amended claim 97, the closest prior art references of 
Leoni, et al. and Cartwright fail to teach or suggest, either alone or in combination, a 
mold assembly as claimed wherein said cover mold includes a rigid compression wall or 
wherein said compression chamber has a uniform thickness along a propagation 
direction. With respect to the reference of Leoni, et al., the compression chamber fails to 
possess a uniform thickness along a propagation direction. With respect to the 
reference of Cartwright, the cover mold of Cartwright is an impervious bag and not a

rigid compression wall as claimed. Therefore, independent claim 97 and any of its 
associated dependent claims are allowed.
